with the ^iucide of Mrs. Kmiua 
Roaob, of Webster county, at the 
penitentiary Testerday. The remains 
of the uufortunate woman have been 
shipped to bar lornMr hoaM at Dix- 
on. 

The lottor to the prison commission* 

er asking tor a parole gives the details 
of the crimes and the things which 
led her to kill her tormer husband. 
It waa thru a mother's love for her 
child, sbedoelared that drove her to 
ire tbe fatal shot. The letter, dated 
November 10, 1906, is as follows: 

Frankfort, Ky., State Prison, Nov. 
1(1, li'Oti. — Coniniissionor Brown- 
Kind Sir. 1 was .sentenced from 
Dixon Ky., for shooting and killing 
uiy divorced liu>band iJliolson Teague. 
1 had come from lloiu' r 111., t-j visit, 
where 1 wa.s living with my second 
hasbaad, Cbarlos Koaeh. He had 
let me come back to uiy <dd hoiw 
to visit my dear old lather and two 
brothers. I had with me my two 
litte daughters, Vera, who is just 
bi'MiuiiiiL' into young wonianhcod. 
and my little brown ey.Hi liaby l.'uth. 

The court gave me both my little 
girls and alimony, wbieh he, .Mr. 
Tea^iue. and his foa by a f'onix r 
marriage, tried to beat me out -jf, u.- 
Enclosed letter will show. Mr. 
T> ague abu.sed cue, until a<t last I 
reaclnd the limit o! human iitdurance 
my health wa» all broken dewo and 
J appealed to the law for protection 
from that mav, as he wa^ a habitual 
drunkard, .\fter spending a few 
happy wcek.s with my fatlier and twi 
brothers, I made uiy arraagement.- 
tii go back t I my di-itaiit linnie. 

When .Mr. Toaguo found jut 1 wa« 
going be said 1 should never take 
my baby back witb me. 

'I'hon he or «onn' irif !>tarted the 
report thai 1 had sold my obildreu 
that I fought fto hard for all th«day> 
before. I wa- to >iart awav the next 
ni"i!iilig. lie tollowi'd ant! made ail 
sol I.- of threats against mc, uud being 
afraid of him and thinking mv life in 

diiii.'er. and knowing; In- wo-ild try lo 
taki iiiv \idh\ by lorco. 1 C' 'n-cakd a 
pisioi and took my little girl.-< and 
my two brothers went with me to the 

de]iot to Irji! Die '_'oodliyt', l{ii h;inl 
and Koberi Crenshaw. .Vs I \va« 
standing in the wailing room holding 
my baby by tbe hand, he, T'rauiK . 
came up and attenipii'd to <iiatch her 
from mc. I held on to her prcciou* 
little form, and oh, how dear she was 
to me at that 'moment, I never loved 
my baby <|uite so much as then. 1 
begged him to let go, and wbea my 
brothers saw us struggling they came 
to my resiiie. Just as they took 
hold ot him, iu that awful, moment 
shot him I seem to havoloat all 
rettson, and being siok and aerroBs, I 
shot him one time. 

My little daughters are and always^ 
have been , my most pieciuus treas- 
ures, and Uod in heaven knows that 
my poor brothers arc innocent and 
bad no part in tho trouble. They are 
implioated just boeausa thoy had their 
hands on him, trying to reasoa with 
him, trying get him to give up my 
baby but I was so erased at that time 
that I was Bot raspoBsihle for what 1 
did. 

You know, Hear Mr. Brown that 
it's the naturu of the lowest creature 
that lives oa earth to Ight for her 
young and how much mora would it 
be the nature of a bumaa mother to 
fight for bar young.

It was 1 
who did the shooting. Not them. 
Oh, what true mother would not 
fight for her children that >he suffer- 
ed and brought into the world. My 
oldaat daughter. Vera, fifteen year? 
of agOt needs my eare and protootioB 
now more than ever. I do so want 
her to be educated, and my little 
baby luth is saeh a delieata ehlld 
aod ddes need a mother's love and 
c^re so much. But, if you cannot 
find it in your heart to give me my 
freedom, won't you please give my 
two bri'tiieps their freedom. Richard 
has a wife and a sweet little baby 
who needs his oate so mueh, and my 
dear old father needs my brother 
Hobert"- assistance so much, and 
they are innocent. Oh. I do want 
to be free so 1 oan take eare of my 
little giris once more, but if yuu 
can t open your heart and let mc 
have my liberty once more, won t 
you please give my poor innocent 
brother* their freedom? 1 beg of 
you in <iod ;> name to grant a brok- 
en-hearted mother and sister > pray- 
ers. I retiiain your huni)>lc servant.

3lllcer Peterson of tbe British King. 
He left New York In that craft one 
tvlnter day In 10U&, and on the banks 
<i'eui rending waves simply beat In 
•aer i".w iilatos. Tons of water flowed 
in, and lM'fi>re the le.iU was dis,.i\ 
Bred sUe was listinn seriously, (\iptaiii 
O'Uagan led his men luto the hokl to 
ihtft cargo and thus right tbe wal- 
lowing steamship. 

Barreia. boxaa. what not, were flying 
wild, and a eaae of machinery finally 
eao^t the captain against a brace, 
erusblttg his leg so that splintered 
bones were driven out throuRb the 
^kin. He waa carried to a lifeboat 
aiade ready for lauuchiiiK, and I'atcr- 
ion took command. From his post on 
tbe bridge he never moved. Lower 
and lower drove tbe British King, and 
tbe crew of Belgians, verging on pan- 
ic, but held by the porsoiiallty and 
;alm assurance of tb»lr new command- 
er, watched bim like dogs ready to 
3bey his will. From his post tbe chief 
jfflcer signaled the Mannheim and 
the Bostouiau, whieli were pluiisinK 
throupb the riotous waters to tbe res 
:ue, and be it was that manenvere<l 
his binktng craft ao that small boats 
from tbe succoring vessels could come 
alongside. Three boats Uled with tbe 
British King's mm wait carried to 
lafety. and as tito storm tn er sased. 
prohibiting furthor attempts at res- 
eue. the stricken vessel took her long 
plunge, with Tutcrson on the bridge 
blowiug a farewell blast upon his 
mate's whistle. 

"Paterson was flue, Paterson was 
joble," said an officer of the British 
King brought to New York on the 
kfannbelm. "Bo was not a captain. 
But when he took O'Hagan'a pUce he 
look O'Hagan'a reaponalbUltlea wlth- 
»ut a murmur and died as O'Hagan 
would like to have died." As It was, 
O'llagau was the first man by Pater- 
son's express order to be lowere<l into 
the reseui' Imats. He died the day be- 
fore tbe Rastuuiau reached port. The 
British King was only a freighter. 
There were no paaaengers aboard, but

La Bonrgngue was a 
Kilded >>lili>. aud her commander was 
tbe t*i'. !e of the line. He was a poet, 
iiiflneueod in style by Edgar .Mian 
I'oe nun by Bnudelaire, not only iu 
siyl." of verse, but in demeanor, the 
last uo doubt iiilieieiit. His eoiiversa- 
tion was brilliant, but f.iiitastie .Vs 
a raconteur his trend was morliid, 
melancholic. Ills humor saternine— lu 
other words, no onlluary man and a 
good sailor. On tbe evening of the 
disaster tbe liner ran Into a dense fog. 
I Deloncle waa on the bridge, consider- 
ing abatractedly no doubt new poetic 
themes while watching, waiting, uuld- 
ing Ills immense ves^(>l with In-r llioii- 
sand Olid pas^eimers tlii'ouKli the p.ill. 

Suddenly out of tlie daikiie>s, with 
out a sound, rushed a tall bark, whicli 
dealt her deathblow, and then siole 
away in the darkness toward n Cana- 
dian port, into which ahe crawled, like 
the murderer ahe waa, aome days lat 
er. La Bonrgogne waa sinking. The 
crew had gone mad and, assisted by 
the rraxe<1 roal passers and flronien 
thronging up from below, were stali- 
binn .111 I be lting the pa~ •e'l'.jers itieti 
and women who ran about as sense- 
les< cattle rtiu. Deloncle saw all this 
fioiii the liri.U'e, but he was powerless 
to do anything. Home of his ollleers 
had fonglit'tt* auppresH tbe panic at 
the cost no doubt of their lives; oth- 
ers were at the boats. r.ower and low- 
er went I.a Bonrgogne, Her captain 
seetn« now to have abandoned him- 
self to a mood of straiitto e.xaltation 

In the preset! if death, for he seized 

the whistle rope, and while steam last- 
eii bis wild, wailing, roirini; saluti> to 
death ro<ked over the heads of those 
who were drowning below bim. And 
with this last salute Deloncle bade 
farewell to tbe face of tbe sea. 

Captain Crlfflth of the Atlantic 
Tfitiisport lln.» Nteaniship Molie;;an ran 
his \ e»sel on the roi-Us near the Nee- 
dles, In the ijiuli-li cjiaiiiiel, |u Octo- 
ber, l^lis;, nmii r conditions whlcli, had 
he lived, w.mlil have justlrted capital 
puulslmieut.

Inspired by the ethics of his profes 
slon uiid by tbe dignity of bis ottice. 
* aptain Tunia Auguatus Craven of the 
monitor Tecumaeb died b a way that 
will live as loug as tbe history of this 
loiintiy lives. His monitor was one 
of tiie \ess.ds attai httl to Admiral Far 
r iuiii s xpiadnui. tlu-ii c.>ll>'. led tHr 
tlie .itlack on Mobile i in the iiioriiiiig 
of .Mii;. 'j. IMJI. the I iiin^eli, lu the 
po-t of honor at the lnMd of the at 
tackiii;; >'luailiou. en;;aK<;d the de- 
fenses of the city. The orders to ileet 
captains were tbat in order to avolil 
torpedoes at tbe eutrauce to the bay 
vessels must pass to tbe eastward of 
a certain red buoy, which waa directly 
under tbe guns of Fort Morgan. Tbe 
Confederate ram Tennessee was lyin;;

Collins sprang up the ladder, and aa 
he gained the top round the vessM 
went to the bottom aad Craven, tbe 
"Sydney of (ha Amerleaa aavy," with 
her. 

In .1 humbler but wonderfully heroic 
way the captain of tbe oil ship Loodi- 
ana, burned at sea several years ago, 
saw every man Jack of his crew clear 
of tbe doome<l ship before thinking of 
bfs own safety. Then It waa too bite. 
Foot by foot ho was driven forward 
until he hung over the bow. the flames 
shooting far out above bim. A tramp 
steamship came up. It was too rou;.'h 
to lower, and there she stayed, watch- 
ing the unequal tight on the part of a 
man who could not know that human 
eyes were upon him and human hearts 
aching for him— stayed until at last 
tbe man relaxed and cleaved tbe dark 
waters, while his ship burned on. 

There are many such as bo— men 
who have fought tbe good flgbt and 
died calmly where they migbt have 
lived — whose names will never be 
known, whose deeds are enwrajiped In 
that niystery which Invests tbe sea. 
But, for that matter. It Is not for ;;Iory 
that a captain sacrifices his comfort 
or happiness or life. It is only because 
bis calling includes such things as a 
part of everyday rontlaa. — Lawrssce
